ABOUT MAKING A FCOT-BALL OF PAU­ 
PERS- 
The ease of the indigent, middle-aged 
man, an account of which was given in 
the Gazette yesterday, apply ing for ad­ 
mission to the county poor house, is by 
no means an isolated one. He was a 
non-resident of the county, and had been 
sent this way from Milwaukee where the 
author tie J did not wish him to become 
a county charge. 
There are a great 
many homeless people aa this State. 
When applications are made by many’ 
of 
them 
tor 
food 
aud 
lodging 
in a poor house, they are temporarily as­ 
sisted and then provided with the means 
to reach the next county, and that county 
does the same thing, aud the next, and 
so on, until the pauper becomes notLiug 
but a foot-ball—knocked here and there 
that he may not remain a county charge. 
The city authorities, and the county su­ 
perintendents of tile poor, are not wholly 
to blame for this. They have no right, 
however charitably 
inclined they may 
be, to take 
in 
every stranger, aud 
feed, clothe, 
aud 
lodge 
him 
at 
the excu se of the city or the county’. 
Should the superintendents of the poor 
of Bock county adopt this system, the 
county jKK>r house would not be large 
enough to hold the numbers that would 
Rock thither for a home aud their daily 
bread. They eau not receive paupers in­ 
discriminately’, aud therefore are com­ 
pelled, not only to refuse them perma­ 
nent protection, but to send them to some 
other place or lodge them in jail as com­ 
mon tramps.

sons, is a very grave one inasmuch as they 
are knocked al w nit here aud there with­ 
out money, without home, without hope,

CONGRESSMAN GUENTHER AND DOUBLE 
PAY 
The Hon. Richard Guenther was fleet­ 
ed to Congress more than a year before 
his term of 
State Treasurer expired. 
There was some talk at the time of his 
election that lie could resign the treas­ 
uryship; but he sought legal advice and 
concluded lie would hold on to the treas­ 
urer’s office aud at the same time draw 
lie pay of a member of Congress. Ac­ 
cordingly, he has drawn the pay of 
a 
Congressman—$5,iHIO a year, aud the pay 
»f State Treasuier, as much more—from 
the 4th of March, ISSI. to January 2, 
1SS2. He certainly had a very comfort­ 
able living during these ten months, so 
comfortable, in fact, as to arouse some 
prejudice against him which w ill likely 
lead to an investigation. 
Tile constitution of the State declares 
that “no member of Congress shall be 
eligible to any office of trust, profit or 
honor in this State.” 
It has been held 
that while Mr. Guenther could not have 
liecn elected to a State office w hile a 
member of Congress; yet be could be 
elected to Congress while holding a 
State office, and that lie could both con­ 
tinue his duties as Shite Treasurer, aud 
draw* the pay therefor, and at the same 
time draw* the pay of a Congressman 
from the 4tli of March, 1881, till the ex­ 
piration of his term of treasuryship on 
the 2d of January, 1882. 
Acting under 
the advise of counsel, be held both of­ 
fices for a period of ten months.

matter has been talked about by mem­ 
bers of the Legislative, and after a con­ 
sultation it 
was decided to

are legal; and, if not, what steps, if any, are 
necessary to be taken to protect the interests of 
the State, particularly where said ^Guenther, as 
one of the commissioners of public lauds, lias 
loaned the public moneys of the State, and rc- 
port by bill or otherwise. 
It is not at all likely that this inquiry 
will result rn anything detrimental to Mr. 
Guenther or to the public funds which 
have been loaned by him as one of the 
commissioners of public lands.

A TRIMM IILti EXPLOSION. 


New Y ork, February 3.—The Herald 
has a special from Coalfield. Va., sa} mg: 
Shortly after I o’clock to-day an explo­ 
sion occurred in the Grave shaft of the 
Midlothian coal-pits. A volume of smoke, 
cinders, wood, ami hark, burst from the 
shaft, which became choked up and 
closed. Intense excitement ensued, as it 
was known that a large number of men 
were at work in the pit, w hich is over

to orange trees, carried on by the Ento- 
may prove to be of great importance." I ni dogical Division of the Department of

' Agriculture, makes it appear that the 
greater part of the injuries caused by 
insects to the citrus fruits is due to scale 
insects (Coccids). An especial study 
has therefore been made of that family 
and a series of experiments conducted 
to determine the most practicable way 
of destroying these pests. 
In an annual report just issued, Pro­ 
fessor Comstock describes the various 
remedies that have proven efficient in 
the experiments referred to. 
The result 
from the use of soap as an insecticide 
were so remarkable that Professor Com­ 
stock says: “ Taking into consideration 
Ile I its efficacy as a means of destroying

The 
trunks of orange trees which had been 
wet with kerosene to destroy scale in­ 
sects were denuded of the greater part 
of the bark to w hich the oil had been ap­ 
plied. 
On the other hand, a bark louse, 
w hich was very abundant upon some 
iv}*, was destroyed by the application of 
pure kerosene, with no apparent bad 
results to the vine. 
A decoction of tobacco, made by 
steeping tobacco in w*ater, proved fairly 
successful, ami where tobacco can be 
obtained cheaply it is recommended as 
worthy of trial for the destruction of 
scale insects. 
The result of experiments with py- 
rethum for the destruction of scale in­ 
sects proved of very little value, although 
for the demolition of certain classes of 
insects there is nothing better than a 
good quality of fresh pyrethum powder. 
To prevent the spread of scale insects 
to orchards and other cultivated grounds 
not already infested by them, it is ad­ 
vised in planting out an orchard to 
select as isolated a spot as practicable, 
and to observe the greatest care in the 
purchase of trees and in the importation 
of buds. 
Before planting, thoroughly 
w ash all such trees with some substance, 
a9 a strong solution of soap, which will 
destroy the insects w ithout injuring the 
trees;* buds and scions brought from 
other orchards should be treated in the 
same w*ay before using. 
Do not visit infested orchards unneces­ 
sarily, and above all things do not carry

The Earth Prying Up. 


There is abundant evidence that 4 he 
amount of water on the surface of the 
earth has been steadily diminishing for 
many thousand of years. No one doubts 
that there was a time when the Caspian 
' Sea communicated with the Black Sea. 
I and when the Mediterranean covered 
j the greater part of the Desert of Sa- 
j ham. 
In fact, geologists tell us that at 
one i»erlod the whole of the earth was 
covered by water, and the fact that con­ 
tinents of dry land now exist is proof 
that there is less water on our globe 
now than there was in its infancy. This 
diminution of our supply of water is 
going on at the present day at a rate so 
1 rapid as to be clearly appreciable. The 
rivers and smaller streams of our At- 
j lantic Stales are visibly smaller than 
I they were twenty-five years ago, Coun- 
! try brooks in which men now living 
I were accustomed to fish and bathe in 
their boyhood have in many eases to- 
I tally disappeared, not through any act 
I of man, . out solely in consequence of 
I the failure of the springs and nuns 
which once fed them. 
The level of Hie 
great lakes is falling year by year. 
There arc many piers on the shores of 
lake-side cities which vessels onee ap­ 
proached with ease, but which how hard­ 
ly reach to the edge of the water. Harbors 
are everywhere 
growing shallower. 
This is not due to the gradual deposit 
of earth brought down by rivers or of 
refuse from city’ sewers. 
The harbor 
of Toronto has grown shallow in spite 
of the fact that it has been dredged out 
so that the bottom rock has been 
reached, and all the dredging which 
can be done to the harbor of New York 
will not permanently deepen it. 
The 
growing shallowness of the Hudson is 
more evident above Albany than it is in 
the tide-water region, aud. like the 
outlet of Lake Champlain, which was 
once navigable by Indian canoes at all 
seasons, the upper Hudson is now al­ 
most bare of water in many places dur­ 
ing the summer. 
In all other parts of 
the world there is tile same steady de­ 
crease of water in rivers and lakes, and 
the rainfall in Europe, where scientific 
observations are made, is manifestly 
less than it was at a period within man’s 
memory. 
W hat is becoming of our water? Ob­ 
viously' it is not disappearing through 
evaporation, for in t lint case rains 
would give back whatever water the 
atmosphere might absorb. 
We must 
accept the theory’ that, like tile water 
of the moon, our water is sinking into 
the earth’s interior.
